Crime Due 
Population 


There has been a rather big increase in serious crime and 
petty larcenics in 1940, compared with 1939, it was learned 
from the Hon. Mr C. G. Perdue, Acting Commissioner of Police,. 


on Saturday. 

Mr Perdue stated that In 1040 the 
number of serious crimes wus 15,216 
as aginst 11,804 in 193%. The num- 
her of petty larcentes had also pone 
up considerably, but thtre had been 
a reduction in the number of out- 
rages or offences ayguinst persons with 
violence, 


One of the reasons for the Increase 
in petty Jarcenles, sald Mr Perdue, 
was undoubtedly the increase in the 
population; another was that when 
the refugees first came to the Colony 
many of them had only a certain 
amount of money which lasted them 
for a short while, after which they 
‘had nothing to Jive on. : 

With a view to combatting 
crime inerease, an additional 
Cantonese constables will be enrolled 
in April, but the other contingents 
of the Foree will remain. the same. 

One of the problerns facing — the 
Police Forte at the moment, added 
Mr Perdue, was the difficulty of yet- 
ting criminals and undesirables away 
from the Colony. 

As regards the Police Reserve, Mr 
Perdue stated that the total strength 
now is about 125 short of the figure 

‘of 1,500 nuthorised by Government. 
Very good progress tind been made 
by the Chinese ‘Company, who had 
been allotted a strength of 1,000, but 
vacancies stilt existed in the Indian 
Company and Emergency Unit. 

It is expected that the City Hall 
Library will soon-be ready for the 
use of the Police Reserve as thelr

5 Dutkes Increased, — The 
Government Gazette publishes the 
draft to an Estate) Duty  Amend- 
ment Ordinance,, which — sives 
‘rates, higher than the existing, ones, 
which it is Intended to impose on the 
estates of deceased persons, 


It is explained that this Bil, when 
passed, will add as a fourth schedule 
to the principal Estate Duty Ordin- 
ance a new sthedule of estate duty 
rates payable on the estates of per- 
sons, dyin on or after April 1, 1941. 

The present rates, payable on the 
estates of persons dying on or after 
July t, 1936, are given in section 4 
of Ordinance No. 26 of 1936, and of 
those who died before that date in 
the First and Second Schedules tu 
Ordinanee No, 3. of 1032. Those 
rates will not be changed Jn respect 
of any deaths before April 1, 1041. 

Comparison between the Schedule 
in this Bul and the Schedule In sec 
tion 4 of Ordinance No, 26 of 1936, 
shows - that: where - the — principal 
value of the estate docs not exceed 
$300,000 there is to be no increase of 
duty; but then the duty rises by 
stages of one per cent.-untll a duty 
of 27 per cent, fs payable on estates 
not exceeding $4,000,000; It then rises 
by two per cent. stages until a duty 
of 31 per cent. is payable on estates 
not exceeding $5,000,000; and there- 
after by three per cont. stages untit 
52 per cent. will be the rate for 
estates exceeding $30,000,000.

Public schools should long ago 
have thrown their gates wide to 
boys of all classes, The obstacle 
has been not so much prejudice 
or’ conservatism .but simply 
economic,

society, these schools can 
only continue if they have 
an large income, They are ex- 
pensive institutions (most good 
things are), and have only been 
kept going .by the fees paid by 
comparatively wealthy parents.

OVERNMENTS cconomise in 
education first of all; they 

would, it is true, economise first 
in literature and the arts, but 
as they spend no money at all 
on these things, they 
economise on them. @. 

But if they could shake off this 
habit of economy then it might 
be possible for them to send 
hundreds of children’ of all 
classes to boarding schools in 
the coming years, 

Certainly, headmasters would 
welcome such & scheme, though 
it has been suggested they would 
not. 

I cannot imagine why people 
should think that it is more fun 
teaching the stupid son of a rich 
man than the clever son of a 
poor one. 

But if the State is to send boys 
to boarding schools it will only 
do so if the country as a whole 
is convinced that these schools 
have something to offer which 
cannot be had at the day school, 
where the ordinary subjects of 
education ure ‘taught just as 
well and much more cheaply. 

J suggest that there are two 
most important «sides of educa- 
tion for which the boarding 
school is particularly suitable. 

First of these is tho.training 
in.community life and service. 

-In the boarding school com- 
munity, where a boy can live for 
some time undisturbed by the 
differing claims of home life, he 
can be trained as nowhere: else 
for the life: of service to his 
country ‘which awaits him. 

Secondly, I believe it is in 
them above all that boys can re- 
ceive all that is meant by the 
term religious education. ‘These 
schools should not be “leader 
schools,” the term is now sus- 
pect, but they should be-schools 
whieh fit men to, lead. :

5 HAVE heard the complaint 

among many young men go- 
ing out to this war that when 
the test comes they find they 
have little or nothing at the cen- 
tre of their lives, that they luck 
that firm falth which should be 
at the foundation of all they do.

There has been a rather big increase in serious crime and 
‘petty: larcenies in 1940, compared with 1939, it wos learned 
from the Hon. Mr C. G. Perdue, Acting Commissioner of Police, 


on Saturday, 

Mr Perdue stated that in 1940 the 
pumber of scrious crimes was 15,216 
as against 11,004 in 193% The num- 
ber of petty lurcenies had also gone 
up considerably, but there had been, 
a reduction in the number of out- 
rages or offences ogainnt persons with 
violence, ‘ 


One of the reasons for the inerease 
in petty Inrcenles, said Mr Perdue, 
was undoubtedly the Increase jn the 
population; another was that when 
the refugees first came to the Colony 
many of them had only a certnin 
amount of money which lasted them 
for a‘short while, after which they 
had nothing to live on. 

With: a view to combatting the 
crime increase, an udditional 150

Most informed quarters sald that 
the plans for the project have been 
under study at Chungking for a long 
time, but it was only the recent 
changes in the world's outlook that 
made the proposal feasible.

Mr Emil Sehram, Director of the

might come under discussion; how- 
ever, he asserted that the Expori-

A spokesman of the Chinese Em-
